If all the stalks of corn in 
the gmall field grown by A. P. 
Moremen, 225 Euclid place, 
were like one stalk he really 
would have a bumper crop. On 
that one stalk are seven ears, 
several of them well matured.

“We expect to. clear about

ONE-WAY DRIVE ON 
BUCLID DISCUSSED 


City Council Considers Plan of 
Controlling Traffic on 
Avenue 








Question of making Euclid av- 
enue a one-way drive thorough- 
fare was discussed at the city 
council meeting last night and 
officials were urged ‘to consider 
this matter between now and 
next meeting and to decide if 
there should be any change in 
the present system.” 

In Ontario the restrictions are 
such that north-bound traffic is 
to use the east drive of the ave- 
nue and the south-bound . traffic 
is to use the west drive. In Up- 
land motorists may use ether 
drive regardless of what direc- 
tion they. may be going 

This condition is dangerous in 
the opinion of some city officials. 
The large number of automobiles 
parked near the office of Dr. O. 
A. Thompson makes the situa- 
tion more serious, it was pointed 
out. Pedestrians in crossing 
Euclid at Ninth street are in 
great danger and the adoption 
of the one-way drive policy 
would afford better protection, 
according to the comments. 

Mayor D. J. Cameron express- 
ed the belief that citrus growers, 
in ‘hauling fruit to the packing 
houses, would willingly accept 
the one-way drive plan if it 
would be safer. It had been 
pointed out that the west side 
of Euclid avenue is more rough 
and sloping and that growers 
preferred to drive south on - the 
east drive. a 

While no definite “action 
scheduled on the matter, 
council members will give fur- 
ther study to the situation.

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RIREMEN 10 GET|2501 Persons Arrested 


In Upland During Year 





Total arrests by the Upland po- 


lice department in Upland during 
the last 12 months was 2501, of 
which number 2316 were for traf- 
fic law violations, it was pointed 
out at the city council meeting last 
night. 


An annual of arrests 


was submitted by Police Chief Er- 
nest C. Mehl, the report showing in 
detail the offenses and number ar- 
rested on each charge. 


Handling of juvenile cases was 


an important phase of police work, 
54 boys and girls being held for in- 
vestigation. Intoxication charges 
resulted in 86 arrests and 28 were 
arrested for petty larceny, accord- 
ing to the summary. 


As to the traffic arrests, April 


of this year was the peak month, 
213 motorists being detained. Feb- 
ruary was the low total month, 92 
traffic arrests having been made. 
Speeding and failure to observe 
boulevard stop signs are the most 
common law violations. 


The figures given here refer to 


actual arrests. In addition, the lo- 


cal officers held 150 persons for 
deputy sheriffs, investigated 64 
auto accidents, quelled 38 family 
disturbances, returned 10 lost chil- 
dren to their parents, found 263 
doors and windows in downtown 
stores unlocked and disposed of 227 
eats and dogs. 

._ The city’s fiscal year. ended 
June 30 and the police summary 
covered the period from July 1, 
1936, up to the end of the last 
month. 

Collection of licenses is also 
handled by the department and the 
licenses brought an income of §$7,- 
387.94 to the city. This sum is 
$564,94 more than collected in the 
previous year. The licenses are 
paid by business and professional 
firms, wholesale distributors, con- 
tractors and all persons delivering 
goods within the city. 

Another item of income from the 
department is the fines. While the 
total of fines collected is not made 
public, the amount of money being 
received by the city from all police 
department sources more than 
equals the department’s cost.

Charter Will Be Issued 
Here Soon 





Organization of a Citrus Packing 


House Workers union is today un- 
der way in Upland, a charter for 
which is scheduled to be received 
from the American Federation of 
Labor within a few days. 


Upland junior high school audi- 


torium was nearly filled Wednes- 
day night when B. J. Dreyfus, field 
organizer for the union, discussed 
the labor situation, wages and an- 


swered questions relative to the 


terested persons to join was given 
at the conclusion of his talk. It is 
reported more than 50 persons 
have joined. 

A charter for the local union was 
applied for last week, he said, and 
announced that it would be pre- 
sented probably next week. At that 
time the local union will select its 
officers and plan its future pro- 
gram. Collective bargaining with 
the employers on wages and hours 
is the aim of the union, according 
to Mr. Dreyfus and he told of pos- 
sible wage increases, 

Organization of citrus workers 
in the union is planned through- 
out California and he made the as- 
sertion that by Sept. 1 there will be 
7,000 in the union. 

Each local union will be governed 
by its own elected officers, except 
that all members would have to ob- 
serve the rules of the American 
Federation of Labor. Dues will be 
set by the local union, except that 
they must be at least $1 a month, 
Mr. Dreyfus said. 

The speaker pointed out that em- 
ployers have rights and that wage 
agreements may be adjusted from 
year to year as crop and market 
conditions warrant.

Coming Close Home 





For months the daily press has been shouting startling 
headlines about labor union activities, demands for more pay, 
union recognition and strikes. 
elsewhere—until now. Today the citrus industry, not only in 
this district, but also throughout the state, is faced with the 
question of organized lamor. ; 

If the promise of the American Federation of Labor spokes- 
man is realized, a local A. F. of L. will be established here with- 
in a few days. 

Many employes in the local citrus associations have had 
their jobs for years. They know personally their foremen and 
their managers. They know many of the growers. They know 
of the toll taken by the ‘‘freeze.’’ They also know something 
of the net income of the growers when there is a surplus. 

The employes also have their side of the question. The 
local situation, it appears to us, is one in which there is room 
for only a fair business deal, made in the best interests of all 
concerned. 

Trained organizers, eloquent speakers with sentimental ap- 
peals, have little place in the local situation. The promise was 
made at the meeting here Wednesday night that it will be ‘‘your 
local union with each member having a voice in the organiza- 
tion.’’ 

While in organization there is strength, that strength will 
be eventually wasted if the leadership is not capable and if 
problems are not handled with calm judgment and Solomon- 
like wisdom. Reason and sound decisions are swept away when 
there is a spirit of mob action. 

The headlines have been telling us of violence, of a few men 
giving orders to union members and of union members being 
forced to bow to the will of a small, powerful minority. 

That situation cannot occur here if action is directed only 
by calm deliberation and independent decision. ;

Per Cent in Year 





The progress of recovery in Cal-
